DEPARTMENT, MADE A STRONG STATEMENT AGAINST THE 
ARGENTINE JUNTA AND PROMISED TO FOLLOW UP BOTH 

BILATERALLY AND, IF NECESSARY. IN OTHER INTERNATIONAL 
FORA -- ON THE CASE OF THE MISSING ITALIANS. FURTHER- 
MORE, AMNESTY INTERNATIONAL HAS APPARENTLY PASSED TO

MISSING BABIES BASED ON NAMES FURNISHED BY THE PLAZA 
DE MAYO ORGANIZATION. IT IS INTERESTING TO NOTE 

THAT GERMANY AND SPAIN ARE, ACCORDING TO THE ITALIAN 
PRESS. ALSO MAKING REQUESTS FOR INFORMATION ON ARGEN- 
TINIANS OF SPANISH, OR GERMAN ORIGIN WHO ARE AMONG THE 
DESAP ARACI DOS.
